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PREFACE 


We learn a language by using that language and our command 
of that language depends upon the extent to which we use it. The 
aim of the teacher should therefore be to provide the pupil with the 
maximum opportunity of using the language which he is learning 
in speech, reading and writing. To this end he should devise suitable 
means and aids. The common practice of limiting teaching rigidly 
to the textbook, which often amounts to nothing more than the 
reading and explanation of the matter in it, has done great harm to 
language teaching. Few people realise that the textbook is but one 
of the several aids to teaching and that through it only a small part 
of teaching can be accomplished. In order that teaching may be 
thorough and learning perfect, as many aids and devices as possible 
must be employed besides the textbook. The teacher must not 
forget that he is the teacher of a particular subject and not the 
teacher of a textbook in that subject. 

It is with this principle in view that the present series of Drills and 
Exercises in English has been constructed. It is designed to supple- 
ment the textbooks and to provide adequate practice to the pupils 
in the use of the language material proposed for the first three years. 
These drills and exercises consist of substitution tables for structure 
drills, sets of substitution tables for oral and written composition, 
exercises in continuous speech and some language games. They are 
meant for the use of both the teacher and the pupil. They are not 
exhaustive by any means, but they provide a sufficient variety and 
number of samples. The teacher is advised to construct, according 
to the needs of his pupils, more drills and exercises of the different 
patterns presented in these books. 

These drills and exercises follow the order of structures set out 
in the Detailed Syllabus prepared by the Institute and approved for 
use in Junior High Schools by the Department of Education, U.P. 
This Detailed Syllabus is very similar to those approved for use in 
some other parts of the country. The relevant section is included 
in each of the three years of the present series. 

Some of these drills and exercises have been tried out over a 
period of about two years by a number of our students with their 
pupils and the results have been encouraging. In fact, the incentive

to have this material published in book form has come to us from 
our students and other practising teachers who have been asking 
us time and again for copies of the drills we prepared some time ago. 
Each section of the drills and exercises in these books is prefaced 
by a short note for the teacher. The note explains in some detail 


how the teacher should proceed to ensure maximum effective 
practice on the part of the pupils.

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SUBSTITUTION TABLES FOR 
STRUCTURE DRILLS 


A NOTE FOR THE TEACHER 


Substitution tables have been found to be a very effective aid in 
the teaching of a new language. They consist of sentence patterns 
set out in their simplest form and enable the pupil to learn a second 
language in much the same way as he learns his mother tongue. 
A number of sentences of a given pattern can be easily constructed 
by pupils from a table; and as these sentences, varying from one 
another only in a word or two, are produced by him, the pattern 
gets firmly established through sheer repetition. The pattern of the 
sentence and the words are there; all that the pupils have to do is 
to permute and combine the words within the frame of the sentence. 
The teacher only directs class-activity; the pupils do all the speaking. 

To start with, the teacher refers to the table on the blackboard or 
in this book, if each pupil has a copy of it, and constructs a sentence 
or two from it by way of example. On the first day it may be 
necessary to show the pupils how many different sentences can be 
constructed from a given table. Once the pupils get the cue they 
find it quite easy to use these tables. The total number of different 
sentences that can be obtained from a given table can be easily 
worked out by multiplying together the numbers of words in the 
different columns. For example, there are 3--2, 1, 5 and 34-2 words 
in the Ist, 2nd, 3rd and 4th columns of Table 4 on page 4. The 
total number of différent sentences one can make from this table 
is (3x1x5x3)--2x1x5x5), that is 95. 

Substitution tables can be used to great advantage in all classes 
in the Secondary School, but the ones included in this book are very 
Simple and cover only the more important of the structures to be 
taught in the first year of English. Those for other classes will be 
found in Books Two and Three. All combinations in each of the 
tables in this book are correct and so the pupils do not have to 
pick and choose. They have only to repeat the pattern, substituting 
just one word for another at a time. 

When the pupils have learnt to read the words and phrases 
included in a table, the table should be drawn on the blackboard

and the pupils asked to construct sentences from it. This work 
should, in the main, be oral and it should generally be done towards 
the end of the teaching period, but pupils may be asked occasionally 
to write a certain number of sentences from a given table, supply 
the full stop at the end of the sentence if it is a statement. A new 
structure should never be introduced for the first time in the class 
by means of a substitution table. The purpose of a substitution 
table is drill, not initiation. 

Tf a sentence pattern has already been thoroughly drilled and well 
established, it will be sheer waste of time and a great boredom for 
the pupils to have it drilled further by means of a substitution 
table. It should not be forgotten that the substitution table, like so 
many other devices of teaching and learning, is a means to an end 
and not an end in itself. Teachers will do well therefore not to make 
a fetish of it.

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In this way the pupils produce several other sets of continuous 
sentences from the above set of tables. And while they do this, 
they learn to ‘compose’ short paragraphs of a few simple 
sentences besides practising each sentence pattern separately. 
These exercises are very simple and mechanical but the aim is 
much higher. It is to help pupils to imbibe the sense of sequence 
and continuity in speech and writing through the use of the se- 
quence signals—he, she, his, her, it. they, etc., which they have 
learnt at this stage. 

These first exercises in composition should be done by the pupils 
first orally and then in writing; and, as far as possible, the work 
should be done in the class. It will not be advisable to ask pupils 
at this stage to copy the tables from the blackboard in their note- 
books. They will waste a lot of time in copying them and they are 
likely to make mistakes while doing so. But if each pupil possesses 
a copy of this book the exercises can very well be written out at 
home too.

EXERCISES IN CONTINUOUS SPEECH 
A NOTE FOR THE TEACHER 


These exercises form an important part of the Drills and Exercises 
designed for the first year of English. They are based on a structurally 
graded syllabus in English approved for use in the first three years 
in our schools (pp. 53-66). 

The main purpose of these exercises is to indicate to the teacher 
how he should guide and train his pupils to produce pieces of 
continuous, coherent speech, from as early a stage as possible, 
without much assistance from him. The sets of substitution tables 
in this book (pp. 10-26) are designed to the same end, but there the 
pupil has practically everything before his eyes and he has only to 
put the sentences from the tables together in a sequence. Here, he 
has to produce sentences of his own and those sentences should be 
closely knit together. Thus, these exercises are in line with the 


previous ones but are more advanced. 
Speaking in continuous sentences should start after the first five 


or six points in the syllabus have been learnt by the pupils. To 
start with, the teacher should build a situation and describe it 
using only the structures that have been learnt by the pupils. The 
pupils should listen while the teacher is speaking and then, one by 
one, describe the situation as the teacher did. 

Example: Building a Situation: 

The teacher asks a pupil named 
from him with his pen in his hand. 


Description of the Situation: 
That is a boy. His name is Dinu. He is there. His pen is in his hand. 

After a few pupils have said these sentences without any help 
from the teacher, the situation may be slightly changed. For example, 
Dinw's place may be taken by Dipu and instead of having a pen in 
his hand Dipu may have his hand in his pocket. The teacher now 
need not describe it; he should straightway ask the pupils to do it. 

It may be stressed that in the first year of English most of the 
speaking in continuous sentences should be related to the description

ls can very well perceive. These 
more elaborate as the pupils 
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progress in their mastery of the new structures. Often the teacher 
will have to bring into the classroom some objects in order to enable 
him to build suitable situations for his pupils to describe. 

Series of actions and gestures can also be employed to this end. 
The teacher, for example, performs a few actions slowly and, while 
he performs them, his pupils say what he is doing. Then, when he 
has finished, his pupils describe what he did. Similarly, he slowly 
makes a few gestures and his pupils say what he will do. 

Sometimes the teacher may briefly tell his pupils in their mother 
tongue what they have to say. 

Example: Teacher to the Pupils: Say what your name is, what you 
are, who your father is, what he is and where he is. Here is an 


example: My name is Sharma. I am a teacher. My father is Mr Gopal . 


Sharma. He is a doctor. He is in Lucknow. 

The structural and content words which the teacher wants the 
pupils to use may be written on the blackboard or the teacher may 
supply them orally. In the beginning some prompting will have to 
be done to enable pupils to produce the right sentences. 


Example: Pupil: That is Mr Sharma. 
Teacher: He 
Pupil: He is a teacher. 
Teacher: He—English 
Pupil: He is teaching English. 
Teacher: teaching—this room. 
Pupil: He is teaching English in this room. 


It may not always be possible to build a physical situation for the 
production of a particular set of continuous sentences and prompt- 
ing may not help much. In such an event the teacher should draw 
quickly on the board and build the appropriate situation. The 
skill to draw simple objects and animal and human figures on the 
board is a great asset of the teacher of English. It must be learnt 
by teachers of English, particularly by all those who teach English 
in the junior sections. 

Quite a few of the exercises given in this book can be dramatised. 
The teacher should tell the class in the pupils’ mother tongue what 
the actors are and what they are going to do and say; and then 
the pupils should describe the actors and their actions. 

Suitable devices from among the ones mentioned above or any 
other devices which the teacher thinks are effective can be used to

get pieces of continuous conversation from the pupils. Examples 
of such pieces of conversation are provided in exercises XIV to 
XX which contain the various question forms, negative statements 
and short positive and negative answers. 

A careful study of the exercises in this book will show that here 
a systematic effort has been made to practise the pupils in the use 
of some of the sequence signals. These signals consist of words 
that tie the following sentences in à continuous speech to the 
sentences that precede them—if, they, he, she, his, her, ту, yours , 


our, their, me, us, them, etc., and in the correct manipulation of 


these lies the secret of coherent composition, both oral and written. 


To this the attention of the teacher is specially invited.

LANGUAGE GAMES 
A NOTE FOR THE TEACHER 


The sample language games in the following pages cover the 
different aspects of English meant for class VI—speech, reading, 
writing, vocabulary and structure. These games are also drills and 
exercises, but since they are to be played by the whole class they 
cannot provide intensive practice in the various language forms 
to individual pupils. They are, therefore, to be played only occa- 
Sionally—once in a week or fortnight. ү 

As а variation on the usual drills pupils will enjoy playing one 
of these games and their interest in the language will. grow. The 
competition between the two fixed teams will spur their members 
on to greater effort which, in its turn, will ensure steady progress 
in learning. 

At these games pupils should not be expected to say, read or 
write what has not been taught to them. This i an important 
point to bear in mind while devising a game. These are, like other 
drills and exercises in this book, essentially practice exercises 
although they will also help the teacher to test, in some measure, 
his pupils’ command of the language material taught to them. The 
performance of the pupils at these games will reveal those points 
not properly established and any incorrect habits for which further 
drills and remedial exercises need to be devised. 


Language games will serve their purpose fully if they are properly 
organized and played. 


ORGANIZATION 


All the games in the following pages are team games. The class 
Should be divided into two equal teams which should not be changed 
till the end of a term. Interesting names should be given to the two 
teams, such as Swans and Peacocks; Roses and Lotuses; Elephants 
and Camels, etc. One mark should be given for each correct answer 
And noted on the blackboard. If the answer is incorrect no marks 
оца be given, but marks should not be deducted for incorrect 

"SWers. At the end, the points scored by each team should be 
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added up and entered on a card, which should be hung in the 
classroom. 

The teacher should give brief instructions in the mother tongue 
explaining clearly how the game should be played. All the children 
of both the teams should be given an opportunity to speak 
alternately.
